Bold new feed grain 
program under study 


p==s VETO of the price sup- 

port freeze resolution is 
pretty sure to stick. Democrats 
in the senate will make the first 
attempt to override it 

They may come close to get- 
ting the necessary two-thirds 
(64) majority vote. A lot will de- 
pend on how senators feel when 
they return to Washington after 
the Easter recess. They'll be 
sampling farm opinion while 
they're home. 

Hopes for an override vote in 
the house are not so good 

But in case the senate votes 
to override it, house majority 
leaders will push hard for a simi- 
lar vote 

Congressmen say that the cur- 
rent high livestock prices hurt 
their chances of building up sen- 
timent for the price support 
freeze. At the same time, city 
constituents, feeling some reces- 
sion pinch, are griping more 
than usual about high food 
prices 

rhe word from Washington is 
that it was Secretary Benson who 
pushed thru the veto. He is re- 
ported to have said he’d quit if 
Eisenhower signed the measure 

Some other party leaders, in- 
cluding Vice President Nixon, 
asked the president to recon- 
sider his opposition to the freeze 
resolution. 


A NEW FEED GRAIN program 
* “has been approved by the 
house agricultural committee. It 
promises to get rather wide sup- 
port from various farm groups 

Final hearings on the bill will 
be April 16-17. It is not likely to 
affect this year’s farm programs, 
however 

The important thing is that 
our warring farm factions may 
have found a proposal that they 
can at least partially agree on 
And it may set a pattern for 
agreement on cotton, wheat, and 
dairy programs 

Briefly, this is it. Corn and 
grain sorghum would 
vote a two-part referendum. The 
first choice would be whether or 
want a price support

If more than half of those vot- 
ing oppose any support program, 
there would be none. No matter 
how you vote on a first question,

If a majority favor a pro- 
gram of some kind, then 
two choices would be of- 
fered. One is the NCCO- 
Grange plan, offering high 
supports with tight acreage 
controls. 


The other choice is the new 
Farm Bureau plan. It offers no

controls or allotments, and sup- 
ports at 90 percent of the aver- 
age price of the preceding 3 
years 

Under the NCCO-Grange plan, 
the proposal is to cut each farm- 
er’s corn-sorghum acreage by at 
least 20 percent in 1959. Cuts 
ranging from 10 to 20 percent 
would apply in 1960 and 1961. 

Price supports would be set at 
90 percent of parity. A payment- 
in-kind program would be set up 
the first year to reduce CCC 
grain stocks 

This plan would be compul- 
sory on all farmers grow 
more than 30 acres of the two 
crops. And there would be no 
increasing of soybean or barley 
or other grain production 

Farmers who have 30 
or less of corn and grain 
ghums would not be eligible to 
vote in the referendum. They 
would not be required to partici 
pate in the program, but they 
could come in voluntarily if they 
chose to 

The 30 acre cutoff is the same 
as the allowance for growers of 
feed wheat

Will Vigorous Promotion Sell More Meat? 


EARINGS on a meat 
checkoff bill are scheduled in Wash- 
ington this week. 

Congress failed to pass a checkoff bill 
last year, partly because of strong Farm 
Bureau opposition. Swine and beef pro- 
ducer groups pushing the legislation think 
their chances are better this year. 

The Farm Bureau opposition is a little 
hard to understand. They are staunch 
supporters of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board and sponsor other meat 
promotion activities. 


promotion 


The Board’s work is excellent, as 
far as it goes. But it is limited to the 
educational, low-pressure approach. 


The Iowa Farm Bureau Federation sup- 
ports AFBF’s stand on the checkoff. In 
light of this, the results of a recent Wal- 
laces’ Farmer Poll (page 42) are interest- 
ing. 

Farm Bureau members voted about 50 
percent heavier than non-members in fa- 
vor of a checkoff. 

The important question is—will more 
farmer money spent on red meat promo- 
tion increase net returns to farmers: 

Many hitches are involved. First, it’s 
difficult to measure the results of a pro- 
motion program. Supplies and consumer 
incomes are constantly shifting. 


What we really want to do is in-

major farm organizations. Perhaps we've 
found something on which we can all 
agree. 

Under the proposed plan, corn and 
grain sorghum are lumped together 

Growers will vote on which of three 
programs they want. It’s time we got 
real figures on what the majority want. 
A vociferous few have been doing most 
of the talking in Washington. 

The three programs are, (1) No controls 
or supports of any kind on feed grains 
—actually no program of any kind. 

(2) The Farm Bureau program, which 
would set supports at 90 percent of the 
average market price for the previous 3 
years. And no marketing or planting 
controls would be used. 

(3) A program that would provide sup- 
ports at 90 percent of parity, and strict 
controls on acreage. Farmers with less 
than 30 corn-sorghum acres need not 
comply. 
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crease total consumer spending for 
meat! Producer profits come from a 
combination of price and volume. 


We're also handicapped in that we 
don’t have control of our meat all the 
way to the consumer. Complete quality 
control is not possible 

Nevertheless, we think a properly run, 
well-coordinated meat progran

The checkoff should be 
set up by present proposals. And funds 
collected should be controlled by a pro- 
ducer board.

But onlv hog raisers who are prepared 
to do a top-notch job should try it. Con- 
finement hog raising calls for the best in 
nutrition, sanitation, and management 

Vhy have some folks shifted from rais- 
ing hogs on pasture’ 

Oscar Torneten, Pottawattamie county, 
lowa. gives this answer: “I don’t think 
growing hogs will pay the costs of main- 
taining pastures.” 

Experiments at Purdue University 
back him up. These tests show that 
pasture saves only a small amount of 
the grain needed to produce 100 
pounds of pork. 

Basically, there are three phases in a 
true confinement program. From birth 
to about 3 weeks, the pigs are kept in 
a farrowing house 

In the second phase, the pigs may be 
moved to a nursery. Then, at about 40 
pounds, confinement rearing actually be- 
gins on a concrete feeding floor 

Many folks use only part of the com- 
plete confinement program 

“A combination of pasture and con- 
finement feeding looks like a good ar- 
rangement for some farms,” points out 
E. L. Quaife, swine specialist at lowa State 
College. 

Quaife feels the early pigs should go all 
the way on concrete. Pasture may be 
more suitable for the late-farrowed ani- 


eoncrete? 


mals. “But this depends on individual 
farm situations,” he adds. 


Some advantages recognized for 
confinement feeding include reduced 
labor, faster gains, and efficient use 
of equipment. 


Two lowa farmers, Arthur Burger, 
Greene county, and Clarence Lenz, Han- 
cock county, feel their pigs make faster 
gains on drylot feeding. And more ef- 
ficient use of feed. 

With confinement, many temporary 
fences can be eliminated. Feed need not 
be hauled long distances. In fact, auto- 
matic feeding can be arranged. 

During the hot summer days, it’s easier 
to keep confinement animals cool 

“Shelter and water are always available 
and this keeps pig gains steady,” says 
Bert Dostal, Johnson county, lowa 

“I was mighty glad to do away with 
ringing the pigs,” adds Elwin Herkleman, 
Clinton county, Iowa. Ringing isn’t nec- 
essary when pigs are confined 

Confinement makes it easier to top the 
animals out for market, too. 

Of course, there are disadvantages 
Marion Steddom, Polk county, Iowa, feels 
the biggest problem is controlling disease. 

“It takes some good management to 
keep this problem licked,” he says. The 
close living quarters of the hogs can make 
a disease outbreak in a herd disastrous. 

Another problem was pointed out by 
Torneten. “Hauling all that manure takes 


RATIONS must be com- 
plete when pigs are 
reared in confinement. 
There is no pasture or 
soil to supplement an in- 
adequate ration here. 
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a lot of labor,” he asserts. “And equip- 
ment must be cleaned and disinfected 
regularly.” 

The concrete feeding floor should be 
sloped to allow run-off of liquid manure 
The floor should be scraped clean of man- 
ure and washed regularly to help control 
disease 

Manure is easiest to handle in the liquid 
form. Some farmers have invested in 
holding tanks and portable hauling tanks 
to handle this liquid 


While on pasture, pigs eat forage, 
and sometimes soil, to supplement 
their ration. Neither of these are 
available in confinement. So a com- 
pletely balanced ration must provide 
the right nutrients at the right time. 


Pasture will cut feed costs some. But 
this can be balanced out with slightly 
faster gains in confinement, according to 
Purdue tests 

Building mainten- 
ance for a confinement program are small 
since only a minimum amount of space is 
provided each animal 

Figure on about 10 to 12 square feet 
of space for each animal on the outside 
feeding floor and from 6 to 8 in the sleep- 
ing area, advises Quaife 

Lots of care must be taken to prevent 
anemia in confined hogs 


requirements and 


Treatments to prevent anemia are 
recommended until a pig is weaned, 
consuming one-third pound of creep 
feed daily, or moved to pasture. 


Best use of a confinement program is 
gained by putting thru two or more 
bunches of pigs per year. This gives top 
efficiency from equipment 

A period of 2 weeks or more should 
lapse between groups of pigs on the floor 
This provides time for thoro cleaning and 
disinfecting of the area 

One Adams county, Iowa, farmer said, 
“Raise hogs in confinement? You're 
crazy. When I have good pasture avail- 
able, I'll stick with that.” But many other 
farmers are quick to endorse the confine- 
ment method. 

So size up your own program and decide 
whether your program will lend itself to 
confinement hog raising. Put the hogs 
where they will return the greatest net 
profit.

*NTHRIFTY PIGS are easy to 
spot. You can count on 
them for poor gains and ineffi- 
cient feed conversion, too. Many 
times unthriftiness can be traced 
to internal parasites 
Wormy animals are generally 
sometimes pot-

Sev- 
erely infested hogs may even 
lose weight 

Wormers are available to rid 
the animal of internal parasites 
Newer chemicals make the job 
easier and safer 

“But many times the real dam- 
age is done before the pig is 
dosed points out Iowa State 
College extension veterinarian 
John Herrick It’s better to 
avoid infestation if possible.” 

The pig frequently becomes 
infested early in life—even be 
fore he starts eating he points 
out. Then the worms have a 
good hold before wormers can 


be given 


What, then, should be 
done to prevent or reduce 
infestation early in the pig’s 
life? 

It all boils down to sanitation 

not allowing the pig access to 
worms or worm eggs. And the 
level of nutrition seems to have 
effect, too, believes Herrick 

For pigs to be raised on con- 
crete, worming the sow during 
pregnancy is good place to 
start. Then be sure the sow and 
farrowing equipment are clean 

Pigs weakened by worms are 
more susceptible to _ certain 
other diseases 

“My pigs need worming now,” 
suspects Jasper county, Iowa, 
farmer Harold McCulloch. But 
sickness had prevented McCul- 
loch from worming the pigs. 
“Maybe worms have helped the 
flu outbreak spread in the herd,” 
he continues. “I know they’re 
weakened.” 

For wormy pigs, farmers have 
a choice of materials to use. 


AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


Many have had good luck with 
piperazine. It’s extremely ef- 
fective against round worms and 
nodular worms and does not 
seem to be toxic to the animals 

“We like to put piperazine in 
the water,” says Frank Fowler 
Poweshiek county, Iowa. “Treat 
ment at about 6 to 8 weeks of 
age seems to do the job for us.’ 
It may also be given in the feed 


Sodium flouride has been 
the old stand-by wormer for 
years, But newer, less toxic, 
materials have almost en- 
tirely replaced it. 
Hygromycin, a newer develop 

ment in wormers, is still getting 
attention in feeding trials. Re 
sults so far have pointed to wide- 
spread use of this antibiotic in 
worm control 

It is intended for low level 
feeding early in the pig’s life 

Robert Jeanes, Decatur coun 
ty, Iowa, believes it’s one of the 
best feed additives he ever fed 
“My fall pigs got it from about 
a week to 50 pounds. I didn’t 
observe any coughing or other 
signs of worms.” 

In a 103-day drylot test at 
Purdue University, researchers 
found that pigs getting hygromy 
cin gained about 9 percent faster 
than control lots. And they re 
quired about 5 percent less feed 
per pound of gain 

Hygromycin won't replace 
other antibiotics in the ration 
The main 
round worms, nodular worms 
and whip worms, not against dis 
ease producing organisms other 
antibiotics fight.

Soil insect problem 
faces lowa farmers 


Insecticides will prevent 
unnecessary yield losses 


‘OIL INSECTS are present in 
“ every Iowa field—so every 
farmer faces the problem. And 
unless these insects are con- 
trolled, their annual toll is about 
7 bushels of corn per acre. 

“You can prevent these yield 
losses by using insecticides,” 
says Harold Gunderson, entomo- 
logist at Iowa State College. 

Farmers have been quick to 
adopt the use of chemicals for 
soil insects. In 1951, a test plot 
of 25 acres was treated with 
chemicals. Last year, more than 
1%5 million acres were treated. 

Three methods of fighting soil 
insects are (1) seed treatment, 
(2) broadcast spraying and (3) 
row treatment. 

The seed treatment method 
can be performed anytime be- 
fore planting. 


“We recommend mixing 
the insecticide with the 
seed before it goes in the 
planter box, tho,” says Earl 
Raun, entomologist at Iowa 
State College. 


Mixing in the planter box 
often gives uneven distribution 
which can be harmful to the 
seed. 

Seed treatment is effective 
against the seed corn beetle and 
seed corn maggot. It’s not satis- 
factory, however, for controlling 
other soil insects. 

Four insecticides commonly 
used for seed treatment, accord- 
ing to Raun, are lindane, hep- 
tachlor, aldrin and dieldrin 
Lindane is preferred for lowa 
soils. Use it carefully, tho, for 
a too heavy application may in- 
jure the seed 

The broadcast method is more 
effective against all types of 
soil insects. And the rate of ap- 
plication can be varied for dif- 
ferent controls 

Farmers can get good control 
for a one-year period by apply- 
ing one pound of insecticide per 
acre. But a dosage of 2 to 3 
pounds per acre will effectively 
control the insects for a period 
of 2 or 3 years. 

This broadcast method 
using a heavy dosage may 
be the most economical due 
to its long carry-over effect. 


Give the ground a good disk- 
ing immediately after the in- 
secticide has been applied. This 
prevents evaporation and break- 
down of the chemicals. 

The third method, row treat- 
ment, is commonly applied with 
starter fertilizer. Insecticide-fer- 
tilizer mixtures have been the 
most popular way of applying 
chemicals. 

In fact, two-thirds of the total 
acres treated in Iowa last year 
were with the insecticide-fertiliz- 
er mixture. 


Application with the split boot 
method is made at the time of 
planting. “Our tests show this 
gives a good control of the in- 
sects,” says Raun. 

“But application of the insecti- 
cide-fertilizer mixture with a 
single boot and deep placement 
is not as effective,” he adds. 

The insecticide is located too 
far down and is too limited in 
its distribution to do the job. 


Neil Johns, farmer in 
Tama county, Iowa, says he 
favors the split boot method 
of application. “I can plant 
and apply fertilizer and in- 
secticide in a single opera- 
tion,” he says. “This helps 
cut expenses.” 

Johns also has used a sprayer 
with the nozzles directed upon 
the row for a band treatment. “I 
think this is an economical meth- 
od of applying insecticide, too,” 
he reports. 

Some farmers have applied in- 
secticide as they side-dress corn. 
This is not a practical use of 
insecticide. 

The chemicals move down, but 
not laterally, and the insects 
causing plant damage are not 
disturbed. 

Later treatment is possible for 
those farmers who notice sod 
webworm and cutworm damage, 
tho. Insecticide may be sprayed 
directly on the plants when the 
damage begins to show up. 


Recently developed granu- 
lar applicators have boosted 
the use of insecticides, too. 
These applicators will either 
broadcast the insecticide or 
give row treatment. 

Aldrin, dieldrin, heptachlor, 
chlordane, and DDT are all reli- 
able soil insecticides. And they 
offer different types of control 

Other insecticides, Gamma 
BHC, lindane, and endrin, have 
specialized uses as insecticides. 

Soil insects can’t be controlled 
with cultural methods. The con- 
trol and the prevention of yield 
losses, must come from the use 
of soil insecticides.

The people of Mahaska county, Iowa, 
recognize this fact about mentally re- 
tarded children. But important, 
they're doing something about it 

Mental retardation is a condition—not 
a disease. While these children develop 
slowly, they do have an ability to learn, 
says Miss Kay Gunier, director of special 
education for Mahaska and Keokuk coun- 
ties

The answer to the problem of help- 
ing these children become contribut- 
ing members of society is found in 
special classrooms. Many such rooms 
are scattered over Iowa now. 


Mentally retarded children have been 
classed in two groups, according to ability. 
First group, called “educable,” possesses 
an [.Q. ranging from 50 to 79 
These children can profit considerably 
from a slow but academic type of school- 
I Average I.Q. is about 100 
The other group is known as “train- 
able With 1.Q.’s ranging from 30 to 49, 
these children are taught such basics as

The trainable group will probably al- 
ways have to be supervised. But educable 
children can be taught to function for 
themselves and to hold unskilled jobs 

Children in the retarded program at 
Mahaska county are neither pitied nor 
ignored. They are not set apart from the

“grooming” corner where they learn to care for their 
personal appearance. 


Instead, a special effort is made to in- 
tegrate their activities with the other 
students. 

Children mingle on the playgrounds, 
attend music classes, parades, and as- 
semblies together. And three older boys 
in the special class are enrolled in an in- 
dustrial arts course. 

“The boys have shown they can handle 
woodworking tools,” says Stan Long, in- 
structor. Long operates the power equip- 
ment for the youths. 

“A fourth boy lost all interest in school 
when he wasn’t allowed to join his 
friends in the shop class,” explains Miss 
Gunier. 

“His interest is farming, so we gave 
him a special project of compiling pic- 
tures and information about agriculture,” 
she adds. With this project, the youth 
regained his feeling of self-worth and is 
now a progressing student 

Schooling for mentally retarded chil- 
dren must be functional and practical 
They are given reasonable goals to help 
build confidence and self-respect. And 
the material is offered at a child’s in- 
dividual learning capacity. 

The study program is divided into 
three basic groups: communication, inter- 
personal relations and locomotion 

So a child will first learn to read, write, 
and speak clearly and to practice good

Mahaska county classroom is lo- 
cated at New Sharon.

The children in her class are from 6 
to 14 years in age and have mentalities 
ranging from 5 to 10 year-olds 

The class is limited to 15 students. This 
is the recommended class load for a single 
teacher. 

“Our program is still too small to care 
for all the mentally retarded children in 
the county,” says Miss Gunier. In Ma- 
haska, there are 60 children classified as 
“educables.” And this county is about 
averace.

“Dry years and favorable dry- 
ing conditions have probably 
caused many farmers to go to 
later maturing varieties,” figures 
Roland Baumann, Humboldt, 
Iowa, elevator manager. “So I 
think we may shift to 
earlier varieties this year. Many 
will be willing to make a small 
sacrifice in yield for drier corn.” 

The early varieties 
are classed that way for various 
reasons. One, a shortened period 
from planting to tasseling, pro- 
vides for maturity at an earlier 
date in the fall. 

Time from silking to maturity 
is nearly constant. Researchers 
commonly add about 50 days to 
arrive at maturity. 

Most reasearch scientists con- 
sider maturity to be the point 
of maximum dry weight in the 
corn. Studies at Iowa State Col- 
lege have revealed considerable 
moisture differences in varieties 
at maturity. 

Early varieties averaged 30 
percent moisture over a 2-year 
test period. Mediym maturing 
strains averaged 37 percent. But

accident 4 years ago. As the mother of 
10 children, five of them minors and the 
youngest only 3, Mrs. Harpole had little 
time to sit and grieve

on the 400-acre farm. Like good peo- 
ple everywhere, the neighbors came 
in with tractors and did the plowing. 

But that was, after all, just a begin- 

ning. 

There was the planting, 
repaired, cattle to feed and many 
to be attended to. The shock of her loss 
continued but the tremendous job that 
had fallen on her shoulders kept her from 
thinking of herself 

Mrs. Harpole knew that her most im- 
portant job lay in the home with five 
minor children. She must make them 
feel secure and happy even without their 
father. She must also manage the farm 
so that they could have the same educa- 
tional advantages the older children had 
had 

The mother of 10 children seldom has 
time to do much outside work other than 
yard and garden. But the winter preced- 
ing his death, Jim, had been laid up with

Perhaps more important was the fact 
that during this time Jim had discussed 
with Irma his plans for future operation 
of the farm. This training period proved

Jim Harpole was known in his com- 
munity both as a good farmer and a 
good business man. He firmly be- 
lieved that every man owned it to his 
family not only to have a will, but he 
believed that a will should be kept 
up-to-date. 

As the family increased, Jim changed 
his will from time to time to meet the 
needs of his family. At his death, Irma 
was left the farm without a mortgage 

There were many decisions that had 
be made during the first few months of 
her widhowhood, but Irma 
a lot of worries and headaches by her hus- 
band’s thoughtfulness 

Irma believes more strongly than ever 
that every man should make a will. She 
has seen again and again the confusion 
and mistakes that happen when there is 
no provision for property distribution 

Even a simple one-paragraph will would 
make life easier for a widow. Better yet, 
is a document drawn up by a legal ad- 
visor who knows the details of the pro- 
posed settlement.

Samples of fertilizer are taken 
at random by inspectors of the 
Iowa Department of Agriculture 
Samples go to the state chemical 
laboratory where they are ana- 
lyzed. 

The samples are taken from at 
least 10 bags in any lot of fer- 
tilizer. These are mixed and 
one pint of the composite sample 
is used to make the analysis. 

A chemical analysis is made 
and findings compared with the 
manufacturer’s guarantee on the 
label. 

During the first 6 months the 
fertilizer law was in effect (be- 
ginning last July 4) more than 
700 samples were analyzed. 

I. Levin, state chemist, says, 
“Some 85 percent met or ex- 
ceeded the guaranteed analysis.” 

The fertilizer law gives the 
Iowa Secretary of Agriculture 
power to issue a “stop sale” 
order on any fertilizer which 
does not meet the guaranteed 
analysis. 

The manufacturer is then al- 
lowed to either correct the label 
to show right analysis or rework 
the fertilizer to bring it up to

How to gro

So watch the germination. At 50 
percent germination, you'll want to 
increase your planting rate to about 
12 pounds per acre. 

Duncan explains that a low germina- 
tion doesn’t mean weak plants will be 
produced 

“The seeds will either grow or they 
won't grow,” he says. “By increasing the 
planting rate to allow for low germina- 
tion, you can get a normal, healthy 
stand.” 

“A stand that is too light has a tend- 
ency to begin stooling,” says Duncan. 
“This means late heads of grain likely to 
be immature at harvest time.” 

“A stand that is too heavy produces 
slender stalks more susceptible to lodg- 
ing.’ 

A grain sorghum stand with three or 
four plants per foot is considered ideal. 

“I used 6 pounds per acre last year 
and had a very even stand with about 4 
plants per foot,” says Elmo Tomlinson,

seed with a high germination. 

Seedbed preparation is much like that 
needed for corn Minimum tillage can 
be used effectively here, too 

But control of early weeds is more im- 
portant. This isn’t a big problem if seed- 
bed preparation is timed correctly 

Most weed control must come from cul- 
tivation. Chemical sprays will injure the 
plants after they have flowered or headed 
out, 


A light harrowing or rotary hoeing 
after the crop is planted and before 
emergence helps stop early weeds. 
You don’t need a lot of new equipment 

to plant sorghum either. Just put sor- 
ghum plates on your corn planter. Some 
farmers have used popcorn plates or have 
drilled the holes in blank 
plates 

The seed should be planted from 1 to 
142 inches under the soil surface. Try 
to get a firm contact between soil and 
seed. This helps give quick germination 

The “right” time for planting is based 
on soil temperature. The minimum soil 
temperature that will allow the seeds to 
germinate is 68 degrees, according to 
Duncan. 

“If the temperature is below this, the 
seed won't germinate — but the weeds 
will,” says Duncan. “Then you start off 
with a bad weed problem.” 


necessary 


Normally, the soil reaches planting 
temperature about May 25. So you 
can plan on getting your crop in dur- 
ing the last week of May. 


Farmers in southern Iowa will usually 
be able to plant a few days ahead of folks 
in the northern counties 

Remember, it doesn’t pay to rush plant- 
ing. Soil in some areas may not reach 
desired temperature until early June. 

“I plan to get my seed in the ground 
about June Ist,” says William Norton,

This nitrogen application is partic- 
ularly important on soil that is al- 
ready deficient. The southern coun- 
ties of lowa have the greatest nitro- 
gen needs. 


In test plots over Iowa last year, the 
hybrid plants outyielded the varieties by 
an average of 17 bushels per acre. So 
farmers can expect larger yields if they 
plant hybrids. 

Some hybrids have a tendency to lodge 
more than open pollinated varieties—but 
timely harvest helps solve this problem 

Grain sorghum growers must make 
plans for artificial drying. “The mois- 
ture content should be about 20 percent 
during the first week in October,” says 
Duncan, “and this is the time to harvest 
it.” For safe storage, the grain should 
be dried to 13 percent or less moisture 

“TIowa’s fall weather includes high hu- 
midity and some moisture,” points out 
Duncan, “so good field drying conditions 
are unusual and should not be relied 
upon.”

RECORD SUPPLIES OF SOYBEANS will be avail- 
able for the rest of the marketing year. Farm prices 
probably will average near the support level of $2.09 
per bushel, USDA believes. This means that the Gov- 
ernment will likely hold most of the beans carried over 
this coming fall. 


REAL FEARS of cheap wheat this summer are coming out 
of the wheat belt. There is considerable overplanting of wheat 
allotments in the Southwest.
